When a viewer can see on Wednesday 20 or 25 
minutes of a match from the previous Sunday, he 
knows that (hopefully) those were the best parts 
of the match. . 

So next week he can safely stay at homé — and 
wait for Wednesday's program again which shows 
him all he wants to see, ‘ 

This, of course, doesn't apply to the true 
fanatics — but of this species we have less and 
less survivors. 


Much the same can be said about rugby league 
and Aussie Rules — both of which, in a sort of a 
daze, keep reporting dwindling crowds.
